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ANOTHER AREA OF COLLECTING

The purpose of this article is to inform the collector 
of another area of collecting souvenir cards. 


In the SC], First Quarter 2008 (28:1, p.17), Bill Kriebel 
described the various types of cancels available for 
new members to form their collections. 


His note in the last paragraph is true. Most of the 
Postal Service (PS) cards that were designed and 
issued in conjunction with foreign stamp exhibitions 
were also available at Philatelic Sales at L’Enfant 
Plaza in Washington, DC, both as mint and canceled 
[often referred to as] “Post Office Canceled (POC).” 
Rather than hand cancel each card (or first day cover) 
a machine was modified to accept the “circular tube” 
die of the cancel. 


Since the USPS series (PS1 to PS71) is completed 
(1960 to 1992), collectors might try to get both the 
mint and the Post Office Canceled (POC), [as well as 
the foreign on-site cancels] which are “imprinted.” 


The key to identifying “imprint” cancels would be 
the uniform coverage of ink slides in a uniform position

on the selected stamp [usually a current stamp, unre- 
lated to the card theme] and only one day for that 
issue. On the other hand, the cards from foreign exhi- 
bitions had stamps affixed by collectors and dealers 
using a variety of stamps to their liking and had 
them canceled on any [or all] of the dates of the show 
for their unique collectible. These cancels might have 
uneven application of pressure and ink coverage. 


WERABA’76 (PS19) was the first card offered as 
POC. Several cards have multiple stamps affixed. 
Notable are NORWEX’80 (PS32, PHILATOKYO’81 
(PS36), OLYMPHILEX’85 (PS71) and [the last] 
OLYMPHILEX’92 (PS71). [The cost was the cost of 
the card plus the cost of the affixed stamp(s).] 


More interesting are three cards that total 150 to be 
complete. First is TEMBAL’83 (PS44), which has an 
offset-printed 20¢ Columbia Jays (Scott #C71). 
Imprint show cancels (Circular wording with a dove) 
tie one of the fifty different 20¢ State Bird and Flower 
stamps (Scott #1953-2002). Both CAPEX’87 (PS64) 
(circular wording and eagle and beaver) and EXPO- 
SITION’87 (PS66) (rectangular butterfly and word- 
ing) have one of the fifty different 22¢ American 
Wildlife Issue (Scott #2286-2335) affixed and 
imprinted.

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HERE AND THERE 


Once upon a time, there were articles on Souvenir 
Cards in the philatelic and numismatic press: As the 
number of cards diminished, so did the articles! 


ANA 72 (B18) 

On the 1896 $2.00 bank note featured on the card, 
there are five figures, three female and two young 
boys. The design by Edwin H. Blashfield, titled 
“Science presenting Steam and Electricity to 
Commerce and Manufacture,” used the same model, 
Roso Marston, a 13-year old actress and model for 
three of the figures: the boy on the left, the arms of 
the boy on the right, and the female on the right. 
(Bank Note Reporter, January 2009) 


JAPEX 79 (PS30) 

Something different was added to this card (and 
some subsequent cards): diagonal lines running 
across the lower right corner of the stamp illustra- 
tions. “Japanese postal regulations made it necessary 
to use the defacing marks on both the domestic and 
U.S. stamps. Under Japanese statues, reproductions 
of Japanese and foreign emissions circulated in Japan 
may only appear in canceled form.” (Linn’s Stamp 
News, December 24, 1979) 


NORDPOSTA 81 (PS37) 

“Reports indicate that 441 copies of the canceled card 
were sold from Washington (D.C.) before the error 
was detected and remaining stocks were withdrawn. 


“While the faulty cancellation apparently features 
the proper design and dates for the German show, it 
is dedicated to the wrong exhibition name. 


“Rather than bearing ‘“NORDPOSTA’ in the cancel, 
the defective versions read ‘NAPOSTA’. 


“Apparently, the device prepared for canceling cards 
for philatelic sales through Washington—including 
mail orders and over-the-counter sales from the 


Philatelic Sales Division—was taken from the wrong 
file. 


“The spelling may have been derived from another 
German show which received a USPS souvenir card 
back in 1978. The flaw was reportedly detected by a 
postal worker shortly after noon on Nov. 10, a day 
and a half after the cards had gone on sale. 


“Besides those which had already been sold, rough- 
ly 1,500 ‘NAPOSTA’ cards had been canceled in

anticipation of philatelic sales when the error was 
discovered. 


“Those items, along with the faulty canceling device, 
have been destroyed, according to reports. 


“None of the NORDPOSTA cards distributed or pre- 
pared in Germany contain the defect, and subse- 
quent cards available from Washington are also cor- 
rect.” (Linn’s Stamp News, 11 January 1982) 


FINDLANDIA 88 (PS67) 

This card was “printed entirely offset by the 
Exspedite Printing Service Inc. of Silver Spring, MD. 
All previous USPS souvenir cards have been printed 
by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Most have
